Th word- 
infr of the law has been changed 
from "One buck with horns not !css 
than three inches in length," to "One 
buck not less than one year old." 
Loaded fire arms may not be car- 
ried in tho counties open for deer 
hunting for a period of. five days 
before the reason opens. 


Trapping Ixiw—The 
season on 


muskrat and mink has been opened 
all over the slate.

In vetoing the Mil to create a flnger print "bureau wilhm 


the board of control Gov. Elaine yesterday said: 


"While the bill carries no additional appropriation, I 


assume that provisions have been made to take care of 
.'he expense of enforcing the measure in the appropriation 
bill for the Board of Control. Unless there is some press- 
ing public necessity for the establishment of bureaus with- 
in existing boards, I vigorously protest against this method 


,- of increasing the expenses of state government. 


"There is no crying need for the legislation proposed, 


and as T stated, there is sufficient power in the Board of 
Control to do all that this bill does, so far as there is a 
public necessity therefor. 


"By way of emphasis, I want to state that I look with 


disfavor upon the creation of additional iax-consanunff 
agencies." 
* * * 


Another bill, a more flagrant example of the -thing that 


Gov. Blaine strikes at his veto message of yesterday, is now 
before the governor. We refer to the bill, jammed through the 
final days of the session without a hearing and without adequate 
study, which will create a bureau for .the blind within the board 
of control. 


The bill was put through the legislature through the efforts 


of Miss Elizabeth McCarthy, former secretary to Gov. Phihpp. 
Miss McCarthy recently accepted a position with the board of 
control. She conducted a survey of the conditions of the blind 
in the state and she is now seeking to establish ;: new board 
in Milwaukee to carry on the work. 


We know of no reason why Miss McCarthy cannot carry 


on her work as she has been doing,—under the supervision of 
the board of control. The bill creating a new bureau for the 
blind is, in effect, a new commission which turns over all control 
of state institutions to this new commission in the following 
language of the bill: 


"Said bureau shall have full authority to direct and 


control all activities of the blind, INCLUDING THE SU- 
PERVISION OF PRIVATE AND STATE INSTITUTIONS 
FOR THE BLIND LOCATED IN THE STATE." 


* * * 


The new board under this bill win have three members ap- 


pointed by the governor. The legislature appropriated $25,000 
'•for the creation of the bureau and this is but an entering wedge 
into the taxpayers as the following proposed activities of the 
bureau are outlined in the bill: 


"The 'bureau may establish schools for industrial train- 


ing and workshops for the employment of suitable blind 
person, and shall be empowered to maintain and equip the 
same, to pay the employes suitable wages and to devise 
means for the sale and distribution of the products thereof. 


"The bureau may appoint such officers, agents and 


home teachers as may be necessary, and fix their compensa- 
tion within the limits of the annual appropriation. * * * 
The bureau shall make its own by-laws. * * * . 


"Said bureau shall have full authority to request the 


countise of the state to provide proper medical attention 
for the eyes, of those indigent blind residents of the re- 
spective counties, who in the opinion of the members of the 
bureau will profit thereby. Said bureau may use a part of 
its funds for this purpose-upon the refusal of the county 
to act."

Anyone familiar with state government knows that the 


Annual appropriation of §25,000 will not cover these activities 
,and that, established, this new board will be before the next 
'legislature asking a largely increased appropriation.

It is a signiflcant fact that the blind themselves were op- 


;posed to the bill and that the people who were active in putting 
-Ihe measure through were those who expect to be given jobs 
and big powers under the provisions of the-bill. The blind oi 
:thc state were not given so much as a hearing on the bill. 


One of the pernicious features of the bill is the section 


which provides that the bureau shall be established in Milwau- 
kee. 
If this bill is given the O. K. of the governor a precedent 


will be set for the establishment of an auxiliary slate govern- 
ment in "the state of Milwaukee". We will then soon have in 
the city of Milwaukee bureaus of all kinds and a host of new 
slate jobs will be created for the taxpayers to pay for. It will 
establish a dual government in the state of Wisconsin.

This bin is one of the most far reaching measures jammed 


through this legislature. It not only lays down a precedent that 
circumvents the settled policy of the sate against more boards 
and commissions but it is the beginning of a policy of starting 


• boards and commissions in the city of Milwaukee which will lead 


to great expense. 


We do not blame Miss McCarthy for working hard -to put 


;this bill through. The measure will make Gov. Philipp's for- 
.mer secretary a powerful personage in this state. The bill will 
give her unlimited control over the blind and the institutions for 
,ifhe blind in the state. We do not believe that Miss McCarthy's
